> Jan 3 to meet the Councilman's Feb 1,2018 hard deadline. The perimeter 

> has been like this for 3 1/2 weeks with one or two tents that may pop up on 

> occasion. The second we see the tent we notify LAPD and Rangers who then 

> go to work. I can't thank Albert Torres and Officer Corona enough. We 

> continue to meet and communicate several times a week. Their presence at 

> Hollywood is frequent! The work has been done and the support is there.

> Also, the work to the fence around the pool has been completed! We met 

> with a side committee to tackle that project. Rec and Parks worked with 

> our maintenance department and contractors to complete the job.

> We are waiting for any addition information regarding the fence on Cole Ave 

> and the camera system attached to the Rec building.

> I can whole hardheartedly report that I've had several encounters with 

> ecstatic families and kids who are returning to the park. One parent in 

> particular who lives a few blocks north east was forced to travel to 

> Poinsettia RC to play winter basketball. Yesterday, she signed her child 

> up for Piano and baseball clinics and thanked us all for what we did. She 

> said it was scary coming to Hollywood RC and seeing all the tents around 

> the park surrounded by homeless. She is happy to return to her park.
